The  Art  of  Walls 
Old  Rochester  Junior  High's  Colorful  Murals 


Several  walls  in  Old  Rochester  Regional 
Junior  High  School  —  including  two  prominent  ones 
in  the  combination  cafeteria/auditorium  —  boast 
unique  and  colorful  three-dimensional  murals  which 
represent  the  contributions  of  every  student  who 
once  walked  its  halls.  Innumerable  sports  teams, 
depictions  of  select  hobbies,  or  a  favorite  rock  band 
—  among  the  more  notable:  AC /DC,  Kiss  and 
Motley  Crue  —  are  strewn  across  what  otherwise 
would  be  drab,  grey  brick  walls. 

"Some  are  very  well  done,  others  are  poorly 
done,"  art  teacher  Richard  Mello  said  of  the  work  his 
students  contributed  to  the  mural.  "But  whether 
good,  bad  or  indifferent,  they  all  go  up  (on  the  wall), 
except  if  they're  obscene  or  offensive. 

"We  try  to  screen  them  before  they  go  up  ... 
but  the  only  (restrictions)  are  that  students  can't 


make  anything  illegal,  immoral  or  fattening  — 
although  we  do  have  a  lot  of  pizza  up  on  the  wall ... 
and  a  lot  of  fried  eggs." 

Mr.  Mello,  a  New  Bedford  resident  who  has 
taught  in  the  ORR  School  District  for  the  last  30 
years,  20  of  which  have  been  spent  at  the  junior  high 
school,  smiles  confidently  and  with  a  touch  of  pride 
when  he  recounts  how  the  murals  first  came  about 
under  his  auspices  in  1973. 

"About  a  year  after  we  opened  the  school,  we 
wanted  to  do  something  —  a  little  graphic  of  some 
kind  —  because  the  walls  were  all  bare  brick,  sort  of 
dull,"  he  said.  "I  was  afraid  to  have  all  these  seventh 
and  eighth  graders  climbing  up  on  scaffolding  ...  so 
my  aide  at  the  time  —  Gerda  Andrews  —  was 
looking  through  a  book  about  making  clay  tiles  with 
textures  in  them  and  then  the  word  'mosaic'  was 
mentioned. 

"So  we  asked  the  kids  who  wanted  to 
contribute  to  the  wall  to  make  up  a  tile  of  reasonable 
size  which  we  could  adhere  to  the  wall  and  make  a 
mural ...  the  idea  being  that  each  tile  would  be  an 
individual  but  make  a  colorful  whole.  That's  how  it 
started  and  (in  1975)  we  made  it  mandatory  that 
every  student  in  the  eighth  grade  do  a  three- 
dimensional  work  to  satisfy  their  art  requirement 
and  at  the  same  time  contribute  something  to  the 
wall  that  will  be  here  twenty  or  thirty  years  from

Students  in  Mr.  Mello's  eighth  grade  ceramic 
class  are  all  required  to  make  two  similar  three- 
dimensional  pieces.  He  explained  this  is  a  safeguard 
in  case  one  of  the  artworks  doesn't  properly  solidify 
in  the  firing  process,  which  is  done  in  the  school's 
kiln.  If  both  pieces  come  out  correctly,  one  is  used 
for  the  wall  and  the  student  can  keep  the  other. 

Mr.  Mello  said  most  of  the  students  really 
like  the  idea  of  leaving  these  mementos  behind  after 
graduating.  The  idea  quickly  caught  on  with  his 
classes  and  even  one  year  when  the  kiln  wasn't 
operating,  students  asked  if  they  could  come  back 
and  make  their  3-D  pieces  while  freshmen  at  the 
high  school.

Among  the  many  pieces  which  Mr.  Mello 
fancies,  the  one  that  stands  out  the  most  was  made 
by  a  student  who  was  obsessed  with  the  fact  that 
school  ended  at  2:00  and  couldn't  wait  to  go  home. 
The  3-D  artwork  he  crafted  is  a  large-faced  clock 
with  Roman  numerals  and  hands  permanently 
locked  at  the  12  and  2  positions. 

The  idea  has  spread  to  other  school  systems, 
including  Middleboro  and  even  made  a  national 
magazine  for  school  principals,  where  ORRJHS 
Principal  Robert  C.  Gardner  proudly  wrote  of  his 
school's  novel  approach  to  mural  making. 

Mr.  Mello  agrees  that  the  district  and  local 
school  systems  both  lend  a  great  deal  of  support  to 
the  schools'  art  programs.  In  fact,  a  revised  art 
curriculum  will  be  introduced  in  September  of  this 
year  as  proposed  by  Linda  Tilden  of  Memorial 
School. 

"We  service  every  student  once  every  three 
days  for  a  40-minute  session,"  Mr.  Mello  said.  "And 
we  try  to  do  projects  that  every  student  is  interested 
in." 

After  years  of  teaching,  Mr.  Mello  has  a  keen 
sense  of  the  students  and  their  concerns  about  fitting 
in  at  this  difficult,  pre-high  school  age. 

"The  kids  are  all  really  good,"  he  said.  "It's 
just  that  they  tend  to  be  a  little  immature  at  times. 
But  you  get  used  to  it.  It's  part  of  growing  up." 

Most  of  Mr.  Mello's  family  has  devoted  their 
efforts  to  education  —  including  his  wife,  Pat,  who 
serves  as  a  substitute  teacher  with  the  district  and 
his  daughter,  Sara,  who  is  studying  to  be  a  music 
teacher  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  His  son,  Jason, 
graduated  from  ORR  three  years  ago  and  now 
works  for  the  Corrections  Office  in  Dartmouth  —  a 
job  which  his  father  calls  "similar"  to  the  teaching 
profession. 

When  you  add  other  commitments  like 
serving  as  adviser  for  the  school's  yearbook,  The 
Navigator,  and  two  weekend  jobs  as  a  disc  jockey 
and  a  photographer,  it's  a  wonder  Mr.  Mello  isn't 
ready  for  a  long  vacation. 

He  admits  that  keeping  busy  is  what  keeps

Adams  said  that  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Cable 
Advisory  Committee  made  at  last  week's  meeting, 
the  board  should  schedule  a  time  to  meet  with 
Continental  Cable  to  discuss  Form  100  under  the 
cable  television  renewal  contract.

•  Scales  100  pounds  or  more  —  $10  (up  from  $5) 

•  Oil  Delivery  Trucks  —  $25  (up  from  $15) 

•  Linear  Measuring  Devices  —  $4  (up  from  $2). 
The  recommended  figures  are  close  to  an 

approximate  average  of  area  towns  and  most  closely 
resemble  those  of  Fairhaven.  Selectman  Mahoney 
moved  the  recommended  increases  in  Sealing  Fees 
for  1993,  effective  immediately,  which  was  seconded 
and  made  unanimous  by  the  rest  of  the  board.

In  response  to  the  appeal,  the  DEP  advised 
Zora  Enterprises  to  file  a  permit  application  under 
the  Wetland  Protection  Act.

The 
gross  Beano  receipts  amounted  to  $190,669.75  and 
the  profits  incurred  from  the  games  was  $18,445.93. 

Susan  Peterson,  Ph.  D.,  President  of  the 
Ecological  Engineering  Associates,  met  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  7:12  pm  to  investigate  ideas 
about  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Facility  Plant  in 
Marion.  Currently  the  facility  is  only  used  for  boat 
waste  during  the  summer  months  and  is  empty  for 
approximately  ten  months  during  the  rest  of  the 
year.  Marion  is  presently  hauling  their  waste 
products  to  a  branch  in  Fairhaven  to  be  treated  and 
discharged  back  into  the  system. 

Dr.  Peterson  wishes  to  utilize  the  facility  next 
summer  and  fall  to  treat  heavily  loaded  waste.  In 
addition,  she  wants  to  perform  research  on  nitrogen 
processing  to  improve  the  system,  thereby  deeming 
less  costly  results.  Nitrogen  removal  is  important

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because  the  chemical  stimulates  production  of  algae 
and  uses  up  oxygen  necessary  for  the  life  of  plants 
and  animals.  It  is  only  diluted  in  Fairhaven,  so  Dr. 
Peterson  would  like  to  look  into  a  biological  process 
to  remove  nitrogen  from  the  water  and  discharge 
nitrogen  gas  back  into  the  air.  She  noted  that  the 
Marion  facility  is  "an  example  of  an  ecologically 
engineered  system." 

Lastly,  she  recommended  that  an  additional 
holding  capacity  be  installed  in  order  to 
accommodate  more  waste,  which  presently  can  hold 
1000  gallons  a  day.  The  project  will  not  need  any 
permits  and  does  not  violate  the  town's  current 
permits  or  operations. 

At  7:35  pm  Regional  Health  Agent  Karen 
Walega  of  the  Rabies  Advisory  Committee  informed 
the  Board  about  rabies  recommendations.  The  board 
agreed  to  purchase  two  fetch  poles  for  the  police 
department.  These  instruments  are  about  four  feet 
long  and  can  be  used  to  capture  animals  suspected 
of  carrying  rabies. 

Also,  Ms.  Walega  advised  that  all  employees 
at  risk  should  be  vaccinated  three  times,  which 
would  cost  $43.20  per  dose.  The  pre-rabies 
vaccination  is  good  for  one  year,  where  a  booster 
shot  will  be  needed  thereafter. 

Starting  February  24,  a  law  will  be  put  into 
effect  enforcing  the  vaccination  of  all  dogs  and  cats 
against  rabies.  All  dogs  and  cats  must  be  vaccinated 
by  six  months  of  age  and  a  uniform  rabies 
vaccination  certificate  used,  in  addition  to  use  of  a 
USDA-licensed  rabies  vaccine  according  to 
manufacturer's  instructions. 

The  public  is  strongly  recommended  to 
vaccinate  their  pets  in  order  to  insure  their  as  well  as 
other  people's  safety.  Raccoon  rabies  is  running 
rampant  throughout  the  Massachusetts  area,  so  the 
public  is  advised  to  use  good  judgment  to  avoid  any 
unnecessary  harm.

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request  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Rochester 
Cemetery  Corporation  to  withdraw  accrued  interest 
from  the  organization's  trust  funds,  which  was 
unanimously  approved  by  the  board. 

A  legal  opinion  from  Kopelman  and  Paige, 
P.C.,  Town  Counsels,  was  sent  regarding  non- 
criminal disposition  statutes.  As  interpreted,  the 
new  statutes  would  allow  the  town  to  handle 
outstanding  debts  locally  without  having  to  go 
through  the  courtroom  process.  Selectman  Hughes 
asked  that  the  matter  be  tabled  until  next  meeting  so 
he  can  have  time  to  study  the  lengthy  document.

of  interest  laws." 

He  also  questioned  Georgia  Chamberlain's 
position  as  Chairwoman  of  the  commission  and 
stressed  that  she  cannot  vote  or  participate  in  any 
discussion  dealing  with  any  cranberry  bogs  —  her 
own  or  otherwise. 

Ms.  Chamberlain  stated  that  she  had  never 
done  so.  "I  want  to  publicly  say  that  I  have  not 
signed  any  document  dealing  with  any  cranberry 
bog  and  specifically  not  my  cranberry  bog,"  she  said. 

Town  Clerk  Naida  L.  Parker  later  came  in  to 
confirm  the  number  of  voting  members  on  the 
commission  as  seven,  which  was  changed  from  five 
by  a  Town  Meeting  vote  in  1975.

Hollywood  Vs.  America 

•  Michael  Medved,  HarperCollins,  $20 

Open  the  back  cover  of  Michael  Medved's  Hollywood  Vs.  America,  anc 
you'll  find  a  photograph  of  a  proud  papa  with  his  two  adoring  (anc 
adorable)  daughters.  Before  long,  blowups  of  this  photo  will  be  posted  in 
every  major  movie  studio  in  Tinseltown  —  as  dartooards. 

Medved  has  been  Hollywood's  sharpest  critic  for  some  time,  asserting 
that  filmmakers  ignore  traditional  family  values  (there  it  is  again,  the 
dreaded  FV  word).  Citing  numerous  studies,  Medved  points  out  that  the 
majority  of  the  American  public  complains  of  too  much  violence,  profan 
ty,  and  nudity  in  today's  movies  and  videos.  (This  is  the  same  American 
sublic  that  gobbles  up  Freddie  Kruger,  Eddie  Murphy,  and  Madonna?) 

Further.Medved  suggests  that  sex  and  violence  on  television  cause,  01 
it  least  encourage,  similar  behavior  among  today's  teenagers. 

Medved  delivers  a  stinging  indictment  of  the  bottom-feeders  whc 
manipulate  modern-day  Hollywood.  He  offers  persuasive  evidence  tc 
support  the  allegation  that  the  entertainment  industry  shapes  socia 
zanies.  Perhaps  most  significant,  Medved  asserts  that  Hollywood  is  forfeit 
ng  paying  customers  by  promoting  a  way  of  life  which  is  alien  anc 
repulsive  to  thinking  Americans.  All  in  all,  a  most  controversial  book.

State  of  the  Bay 

Figures  on  shellfish  bed  closings  around 
Buzzards  Bay  on  December  1  and  January  1  have 
been  released  by  the  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay, 
based  on  data  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Marine  Fisheries.  On  December  1  there  were  12,  621 
acres  closed.  It  is  important  to  note  that  another 
2,500  acres  were  closed  or  open  during  December, 
depending  on  conditions  such  as  rainfall.  At  the  time 
of  the  December  northeaster,  virtually  all  of  the  Bay 
was  closed  to  shellfishing. 

At  this  time  of  year,  the  Bay  sees  seasonal 
openings  made  possible  by  colder  water 
temperatures  and  therefore  lower  fecal  coliform 
bacteria  counts.  The  bacteria  count  is  what  closes 
beds  to  shellfishing  and,  upon  occasion,  swimming. 
At  present,  278  acres  in  Fairhaven  are  open 
seasonally,  and  1,144  acres  in  Westport.
